levy and collect taxes upon the prop- 
erty of that company, etc., etc., hav- 
ing been published, we are some- 
what snrprised that the subject has 
not elicited considerable discussion 
from the press. We hive carefully 
read tke-decision and desire to call 
particular attention to the principle 
of valuation as laid.down by Justice 
BeftHy. It is the one point, in our 
opinion, and is very clearly reasoned 
to a Jegical conclusion. The Bail- 
road have always insisted that a por 
tion of a railroad, for the purpose of 
valuation, must be divided by a pro- 
cess of _ mental abstraction into two 
things. First, the land—to be esti- 
mated precissly at the same rate as 
adjoining land of the natural quality, 
withsnt any regard to the necessary 
cost of adapting it to a valuable use 
by the construction of its embank- 
ments, tunnels, cuts, fills, etc.; and 
second, the ties and rails—to be es 
timatcd at.the value of so much old 
lumber and iron, without any regard 
to the necessary cost of bnildin 
these together into a track for the 
passage of trains. In answer Judge 
Beatty snys: 


To be qnite consistent with itselj 


thi-f^heory must go a step further. 
It tlie value of a railroad is to be es- 
timated'without any reference) to its 
utility as sueh, then the land should 
be valued ut something less than ad- 
joining land of the 
same natural 


quality, ou nc<>ouut of the cuts, tills, 
etc., by which it is disfigured and 
damaged for any other purposes; and 
the ties and rails shonld be estimated 
at the price of old and deterioted 
lumber and iron, less the cost of tak- 
ing the track to pieces anil getting 
the material to market. But, taking 
the theory as it is stated, how will it 
apply to oilier species of nroperU?
